We take this from the record of 
yestérday’s proceedings in the Senate 
at Carson, and learn for the first time 
that, Nevada has lately had an Indian 
War. The questions when, and where 
have been: asked fn vain, as there 
seems to ‘be no available record from 
which to, glean these particulars, and 
we Shall probably never know how 
bi the strife was until the Senator 
fro Eureka names the amount called 
for.’ We own to agreat degree of ig- 
norance in this matter, but as we re- 
membef it several white men about 
Cherry Creek, becoming very much 
frightened, concluded to have an In- 
dian war, but were disappointed by a 
great scarcity of Indians, The nat- 
ural inference so far as we can learn is. 
that these men being imbued with the 
martial spirit neglected their business 
and pow want indemnity. As wo have 
befdte iaid, we have ‘failed to learn 
nanres of battle fields, or the precise 
: ape yf heroes slain in this bloody 
war, but we are willing te be in- 
formed and with that view ask the Z.:- 
terpriie’s assisstance. We know that 
the war must have occasioned great 
loss or the bill would have come 
from a White Pine Senator and later in 
the .sessio#. We know that the par- 
ties whq organized the Senate must 
see the importance of the matter, or 
Demograts would not intreduce bills 
to indemnify Republicans. — Under-

New York dates of the 3d say: The 
Herald's Washington special says : The 
temper of both parties is getting bet- 
ter. Bayard and Lamar emphatically 
deny that they would refuse supplies 
to Hayes if the latter was. elected. 
Lamar said such action would be an 
unconstitutional, unjustifiable and a 
revolutionary proceeding. 


A Herald reporter interviewed W. 
A. Wheeler, now stopping in New 
York, upon the subject of a comprom- 
ise. Wheeler said the endeavors were 
absurd. The suffrages of the Ameri- 
can people can not be bartered or 
dickered. “How can Constitutional 
requirements be forestalled by bar- 
gains or agreements?” Wheeler solemn- 
ly declared that he believed he was 
elected, but would yield peacefully if 
it was otherwise decided. Touching 
Oregon he ssid: “It not worthy of se- 
rious consideration. The face of Crv- 
nin's certificate shows that three Re- 
publican Electors were chosen by the 
people, and two being a majority, they 
could legally fill a vacancy by the 
appointment of another. 


A Key West telegram of yesterday 
says: The steamer Emilie sank last 
night in six fathoms of water. One 
man and an infant were lost, and a 
boat-load of passengers are missing. 
The mails were lost. 


A Washington dispatch of January 
3d says: The Democrats here are much 
disturbed by the fact that the Demo- 
cratic Senate of Louisiana, in organiz- 
ing on Monday, recognized Governor 
Kellogg by sending a Committee to 
him. This recognition is necessarily a 
powerful argument to invalidate the 
Electoral yote of Louisiana certified 
by McEnery, said certificate depend- 
ing for its validity solely on the 
proposition that McEnery, not Kellogg, 
is the rightful Governor. 


The infantry of General Crook's ex- 
pedition will arrive at Fort Fetterman 
to-day. Gen. McKenzie with the 
cavalry and artillery arrived yesterday, 
and the whole force will be disdanded 
at that post. 


FOREIGN. 


A Copenhagen date of the 3d says: 
The first railway accident in Denmark 
involving loss of life, occurred to-day 
near Horseno. A train containing one 
hundred laborers ran of the track.

A Paris date of the 3d says: Prince 
Orloff, the Russion Ambassador, had 
an interview with Jules Simon to-day.

Most everybody has got tired of 
guessing at the causes of the present 
low stage of the great stock tide, and 
those tied up in stocks are more ear- 
nestly and anxiously looking for a 
way to get out, than they are for an 
apology for being in such a tight 
place. They simply know how it is 
themselves, and long for a speedy re- 
lease from durance vile. Praying for 
a rise in stocks, however,: is perhaps 
fully as efficacious as praying for rain 
in dry weather. Perhaps, again, no- 
body believes the weather has any- 
thing to do with stocks. We think it 
has, judging from past and present ob- 
servations, Owing to the low stage of 
water in Carson river, and the bitter, 
cold nights freezing up the water 
wheels‘ the mills can not work up to 
their full capacity eyen aow, and un- 
less snow and plenty of it comes 
soon, that small bit of a river will 
dry up altogether, leaving the mills 
high and dry on its banks. In that 
case, even the present water supply 
brought in from afar off in the 
Sierra, will not be sufficient for the 
steam mills, mines and population 
of the Comstock, and there are 
many other disagreeable points and 
reflections in connection with this 
view of the matter which might be 
enlarged upon to a considerable ex- 
tent. There appeais to be plenty of 
money in the country, but a great lack 
of courage in the matter of investing

Epitror GazETTE:—You are of 
course posted on the. Legislative 
actions of the last few days, and I 
need not repeat them. Suffice it to 
say the Democrats forced an organiza- 
tion of the Senate by Senator Dickin- 
son, Republican, being absent, and 
getting Comins, a newly elected 
Republican Senator from White Pine, 
to act all through the organization 
with them. What points or compen- 
sation had to be granted or promised 
to Comins for his defection to his 
party is not generally known outside 
the contracting parties. I understand 
the Democrats asked your [Independent 
Senator of Washoe to ‘act with them, 


every office outside of the President;

committees, and they would not ask 
him to go into their caucus, but 
simply at first help to stave off the 
organization of the Senate until 
Dickinson should return. But the 
trade was consummated and of course 
Ross and his friends were “cinched.” 
The Governor and many of the Demo- 
cratic Senators were considerably hurt 
at the Senator’s course, but the 
feeling is wearing off, and the im- 
pression now prevails that had political 
integrity been maintained there would 
have been no complaint to enter 
against the Senator from Washoe 
County. As matters stand now a 
proper effort on the part of our legis- 
lators will secure all just claims to the 
county.

The Geneva Award Surplus. 


President Grant’s idea of disposing 
of the surplus of the Geneva 
award is as follows: He _ con- 


{templates sending a message to Con- 


gress at an early day, suggesting the 
propriety ef investing this money in 
United States securities, and devoting 
the interest of it to the payment of 
subsidies to American ship-builders, 
with the view of restoring American 
commerce to the position which it 
held previous to the war and the dep- 
redations upon it of cruisers fitted 
out in British ports. He thinks if this 
plan is adopted a stimulus will be 
given to American ship-building, and

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INDISCRIMINATE SLAUGHTER: 


Town Incorporation, 


Is it Advisable?—and Why, 

Beyond the reports of meetings of 
the Board of Trade,.and the publish- 
ing of a bill designed for the purpose, 
no general discussion of incorporation 
has as yet taken place. In fact, so far 
as I can see, public interest has not 
been enlisted to any appreciable de- 
gree by the debates of the Board, or 
the presentation of the bill. It is ap- 
parent that any move toward the end 
sought, whether it be for or against 
incorporation, is subject to the will 
of the class to whom I have 
the honor of belonging; and it is 
equally apparent that, if the matter is 
not designed simply as a subject for 
discussion by the Board of Trade, the 
sentiment of the people of Reno must 
firet be taken into consideration. If 
in the main this is favorable, then the 
less the necessity for squabbling over 
details. Had the Board passed upon 
the matter in the abstract they would 
have saved much valuable time, and 
materially assisted in forming a public 
opinion in reference thereto. 

Perhaps no citizen of Rene but 
favors some form of local government 
provided, of course, he can be shown 
a benefit proportioned at least to the 


amount he is asked to contribute to. 


its support. Like all ordinary mat- 
ters, the question of dollars and cents 
must play an important part in deter- 
thining the position of the taxpayer. 
No expensive plan will meet with his 
approval; nor is complicated machin- 
ery needed. In fact, I think it can be 
demonstrated that the fewer the 
the functions sought to be performed 
in the matter of incorporation, the 
greater the benefits that would result. 

And what, then, is to be accom- 
plished by the incorporation of Reno? 
Simply the remedy of existing local 
evils, and the prevention of others 
sure to follow. No one who has wit- 
nessed Reno’s growth during the past 
year, and admits the prospects for her 
continued expansion, but wil! admit 
that incorporation in the near future is 
to become an absolute necessity. It is 
a wise policy which waits not upon 
compulsion. 

Incorporation 7s advisable because 


of the increased security to person | 


and property thereby to be vouch- 
safed. It is advisable because of nui- 
sances against the public health and 
public morals to be abated. It is ad- 
visable because from the nature of our 
location and surroundings there are 
many questions of local importance to 
arise in which intelligent and discrim- 
inating decisions will be sought, and 
the want of which will inflict great 
injury upon the community. It is 
advisable as affording a ready and 


authoritative expression of commu- | 


nity will and interest. It is advisable | o 
by every consideration that should in- 
fiuence a prudent people in making 
provisioa for their future. It is advis- 
able in every way—provided our peo- 
ple do not have to “pay too dearly for 
their whistle.” 

The tenor of this article is induced 
by the tone of your editorial in last 
evening's Gazette. It was my inten- 
tion to have submitted a plan for in- 
corporation to the people of Reno— 
since certain members of the Board of 
Trade seem to be playing with the 
question—but have already doubtless 
wearied your attention. If you will, 
however, kindly allow me a still fur- 
ther use of your columns, I will prom- 
ise that my plan shall possess the 
merit of economy, present the novelty 
of providing only for a strict town 
government, trenching in the very 
slightest degree upon the duties and 
prerogatives of county officials, and 


with the view of making as few 
“places” as possible.
